Ceremonies marking the official beginning of construc- 
tion of a community building in Jeffersontown were sched- 
uled for 9 Bi.m. Friday on grounds of the Jeffersontown Area 
Community Center on New Taylorsville Road, south of Wat- 
terson Road. 

Actual construction work is to begin immediately by 
Leroy J. Eisenback, Jeffersontown, who has been awarded 
the contract for erecting the 
first section of the center. 

His bid of $15,682 for con- 
structing the one-story 52 by 
52-foot section wa» the lowest 
submitted. The building will be 
on a IVi -acre tract purchased by 
the Jeffersontontown Area Com- 
munity Center, Inc., a non-profit 
organization set up to erect the 
building. 

The section will contain a small 
office, kitchen, utility room and 
a meeting room capable of seat- 
ing 250 and will be of concrete 
block and Roman brick veneer 
construction. An auditorium will 
be added as soon as the first sec- 
tion is paid for, it was said.

The Community Center corpo- 
ration is composed of church and 
civic organizations that will usr 
the building for community 
wide activities. Money is beinj 
raised by the participating organ- 
izations and the "$100 Club," 
sponsored by the Center.

The other morning someone caught him strol- 
ling. "How are you feeling, grandpa 11 " he was asked.

Our legislators in the House of Representatives tried 
walking clear around the block yesterday. They debated 
federal aid to education and approved the Powell amend- 
ment denying assistance to districts which practiced seg- 
regation. r'-JHIffl 

Then they tried walking half way around the block. 
They adopted a substitute section which did away with 
the Powell amendment and offered aid to the states in the 
proportion in which these states paid income tax revenues 
into the federal treasury. 

Then they tarned around and walked back to the place 
they were before any federal aid to education bill was 
even considered. They killed the measure entirely. That's 
doing itithe hard way but it afforded plenty of exercise. 
Everybody was confused, hot, unhappy and tired all in 

Federal aid to education is dead for this session of con- 
gress and we are not wasting any tears over its demise. 
Our eyes are not blurred by the Washington illusion which 
holds that money grows on trees along the Potomac. We 
know that anything which comes out of federal funds hack 
to the states has come out of our pockets first. And every- 
time money changes hands, somebody subtracts something. 

There is a story — spurious and slightly irreligious - - 
about the president's grandson in Colorado who once wrote 
a letter to God asking for $100. The family intercepted it, 
of course, but sent it on to«Ike thinking he would gel a 
kick out of it. He did, and to prove it, he put $5 in an en- 
velope and sent it back anonymously to the youngster. 

Soon there was another letter to God— this time a 
thank you note. The family opened it eagerly and read: 
"Dear God, I certainly appreciate your sending that $100 
I asked for, but next time don't send it by way of Wash- 
ington because those politician* back there took out $95

It is a striking fact that although

So he uses simple words like 
"God's children," "brothers." 
church is the place for fellowship 
among God's children. In a 
church, there is bound to 1 
closer, dearer tie between Chris- 
tian and Christian than 
can be between persons outside 
the church, or between Christians 
and outsiders. What brings Chris- 
tians together in the first place is 
not simply themselves as human 
beings. It is their fellowship with 
God. It is because they are so close 
to him that they become close 
one another. Now fellowship with 
other Christians in the church ' 
again more than sharing. Even 
the shariag-level, how much of it 
Is done in the typical church? What 
.do "member*" of the same ohurch 
ahare? Pews, hymnbooks, the same 
sermons, preacher, potato salad at 
church suppers? All this may be 
the doorway to Christian fellow- 
ship, but s'till not quite it. Two peo- 
ple can sit at opposite ends of the 
same p»w, and eat out of the same 
salad bowl, for yoa* s on end, with- 
out ever finding out what real fel- 
lowship means. It is only when 
they really share the love of God, 
when together they let his love 
flow through them in joyous serv- 
ice in his name, that they discover 
Fellowship. 

Learning How 

Christian churches would wither 
without Christian homes. Little 
children learn lessons in living first 
at home before they, learn in Sun- 
day school or church. Father, 
mother and children can learn to- 
gether what Christian fellowship 
is. and if they do, they will know 
what the preacher is talking about. 
If they do not learn at home, the 
minister, and the Bible, will seem 
to be talking in a strange lan- 
guage. Actually, there is not a 
great deal of time to practice fel- 
lowship in the church.

The deadline for signing the 
agreements was July 27, a spokes- 
man of the State Department of 
Agriculture states.

Farmers signed 12,128 agree- 
ments for withdrawing 143,632 
acres from corn production and 
Will receive S4.483.893. 
Nine hundred and forty agree- 

of hurley tobacco land from pro 
duction will net farmers $130,146. 
Total payments of $93,664 will 
be received by 599 farmers for 
withdrawal of 779.46 acres of 
dark fire-cured tobacco and 632 
agreements for withdrawal of 
407.4 acres from dark air-cured 
tobacco were signed for total 
payments of $6,795. 

Wheat agreements totaled 336, 
covering 4.196.5 acres and pro- 
vid:n« payments of $19,245.

penses of producing eggs. 

This is not a new concept in 
measuring efficency in poultry 
and livestock production. Com- 
mercial broiler growers regard 
the number of pounds of feed it 
takes to make a pound of gain 
at the crucial measure of their 
efficiency. The same is true with 
many livestock farmers. 

The "feed per dozen" yardstick 
furnishes a severe test of the ra- 
tions the poultryman uses. 
U.S.D.A. figures indicate that the 
national "feed per dozen" aver- 
age for light-breed layers is in 
the neighborhood of six, mean- 
ing that on the average it takes 
about six pounds of feed to pro- 
duce a dozen eggs. Using this 
yardstick, poultrymen will be 
trying to find rations that will 
return them maximum egg pro-

BUY-NOTES on FOOD

In the days of the ancient kings 
of Persia, pears were as highly 
prized as exotic jewels. However, 
studies of modern eating habits 
in the United States show that 
pears are not as popular as some 
other fruits. In the early 1950's, 
for instance, we ate six times as 
many apples as pears. 

The Kieffer pear, once a well- 
known variety widely used for 
canning, is now rated as a pear 
of medicore quality. Few, if any, 
find their way to markets nowa- 
days. 

Yet in many home orchards 
there are still Kieffer pear trees, 
and each year much of the fruit 
of these trees goes to waste be- 
cause it is not properly ripened. 
Kieffer pears never ripen well 
on the tree. Even cooking won't 
make them satisfactory without 
proper ripening beforehand. 

Should you have a Kieffer pear 
tree in your yard you may be 
interested in the techniques sug- 
gested by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture for ripening pears 
of this variety. 



They should be picked when 
they are two-thirds to three- 
fourths full size — that is, when 
the immature green color has 
changed to a lighter, slightly yel- 
low shade. Never shake the tree 
to bring down the fruit, but 
gather it carefully to avoid. 

Store the pears at a temper- 
ature of from 80 degrees to 65 
degrees F. (probably your base- 
ment will be the best spot). Keep 
the pears at this temperature for 
two to three weeks. That's the 
secret of making this 'Jstony" 
pear soft and appetizing. It is 
then ready for cooking, canning, 
pickling, or preserving. (Pears 
do not freeze as well as many 
other fruits.) 

Bartlett pears from California 
are beginning to make their ap- 
pearance in the markets now. 
This is a popular dessert peer, 
full of juice under its appealing 
yellow skin. (Incidently, the skin 
color of pears when they are 
fully ripe will vary with- the va- 
riety.)

ORDINANCE 

AN ORDINANCE requiring 1 
moval of weeds and filth fi- 
ts in the City of Jeffersontov 
Kentucky. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF JEFFERSONTOWN 
DOES ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 
Section 1: That hereafter i 
shall be unlawful for the owner, 
agent or occupant of any lot 
whether vacant or otherwise 
ithin the corporate limits of the 
City of Jeffersontown to permit 
any growth of weeds, upon their 
premises or any right of way 
jacent thereto which are, or i 
become a menace to the public 
health, or collection of garbagt 
or filth of any description to re- 
main on the lot aforesaid o: 
right of way adjacent thereto for 
a longer period than three day: 
after notice to remove same ha; 
been given by the Police Depart- 
ment of the City of Jefferson- 
town to the owner, agent, or oc- 
cupant thus offending. 

Section 2: The notice required 
under Section 1 shall be given 
to the owner or occupant of a 
lot but if the owner or occupant 
be not known or cannot be lo- 
cated, then it shall be sufficient 
that the Police Department shall 
notice in writing upon 
the premises to the effect that 
this ordinance must be compiled 
nth. 

Section 3: For any violation of 
the provisions of this ordinance 
by the owner, agent or occupant 
of the property the person guilty 
thereof shall be fined not less 
than Five Dollars ($5.00) nor more 
than Twenty Dollars $(20.00) for 
each offense, and each and every 
day of such violation shall consti- 
tute a separate offense and shall 
be punishable as such. 

Section 4: In addition to the 
remedy provided for in section 
3 of this Ordinance, the City 
may, upon failure of the 
owner or occupant of any 
lot set out in Section 1 to 
correct the condition men- 
tioned in Section 1 of this Or- 
dinance, cause said weeds to be 
mowed upon the premises or 
•ight of way adjacent thereto 
and/or cause the removal of any 
collection of garbage or filth 
hich might remain upon the lot 
aforesaid or right of way adja- 
fter the notice men- 
tioned and, upon the failure of 
occupant of said 
lot to pay for the removal of 
same the City, may, proceed to 
effect collection of any charge 
paid on behalf of the lot owner 
for such mowing of weeds, or/ 
and removal of an cyollection of 
garbage or filth. 

Section 5: All ordinances or 
parts of ordinances in conflict 
herewith are hereby repealed. 

Section 6: This ordinance shall 
and removal of any collection of 
assage and publication.
